RUSSIANS ADMIT 
INCIDENT 


Fire Caused by 
Hooligans 


ROMI 

Mr. Voschikow. a member of the 
Soviet Committee for Religrous 
Aftairs. which is the highest Russian 
authority on religious problems, has 
admitted in an interview with a 
}.1.A. correspondent visiting Moscow 
that someone set fire to the syna- 
gogue in Malachowska on October 4 
He said that those responsible had 
been found, and a judicial investiga- 
tion was being carried out. 


Woman Trapped 


According to his account, which is 
the first official Soviet version of the 
incident, someone set fire to the upper 
floor of the synagogue and to the 
building adjacent to the Jewish ceme- 
tery where bodies are prepared for 
burial. Mr. Voschikow claimed that 
the caretaker's wife, who died im the 
fire. was trapped by the flames 
inside the building while she was try- 
ing to escape, and was suffocated by 
the smoke. He estimated that the 
damage caused by the fire did not 
amount to more than 200 roubles 
(about £18). 

Mr. Voschikow described the inct- 
dent as “an episode of hooliganism 
committed by an tsolated group.” It 
was not “an organised action.” He 
did not know anything about the 
people responsible for the fire. He 
said that the services at the syfna- 
gogue had not been interrupted for 
a single day. 

According to Mr. Voschikow 
there are “people with antisemitic 
feclines in the Soviet Union just as 
there are people with anti-Protestant 
feelings im Waly.” He gtated that 
the Seviet authorities did not 


encourage such feelings, and if theygy 


were too strongly manifested they 
were prosecuted under the Russian 
law for the Protection of 
Nationalities.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


DIVINE GUIDANCE 


ITH the sunset of Jacob's 
career not only do we con- 
clude the Book of Genesis 

but we come also to the close of 
an epoch. Until now the story. of 
the Patriarchs, Abraham. Isaac, 
and Jacob, has pertrayed the saga 
of a family. Waen we close the 
Book of Genesis that family has 
grown into the begmmnings of a 
nation, the Children of Israel. 
True, they have moved away from 
the ancestral land——the land pro- 
mised as an everlasting possession 
to Abraham and his seed. But the 
link with Canaan is not broken; 
and old Jacob's one dying request 
of Joseph is in perpetuation of that 
connection. “ Bury me not, I pray 
thee, in Egypt: but when I sleep 
with my fathers, thou shalt carry 
me out of Egypt. and bury me tn 
their burying place.” 


Indeed, throughout the conclud- 
ing chapters it is the national motif 
which is repeated again and again. 
In an intimate scene with Joseph, 
Jacob reminds him of God's 
blessing to him: “TI will make of 
thee a company of peoples, and 
will give this land to thy seed after 
thee for an everlasting possession ”; 
and after blessing Joseph's chil- 
dren, the Patriarch again presses 
upon him: “behold I die ; but God 
shall be with you, and bring you 
again unto the land of your 
fathers.” Among the memories 
that rise in his mind he mentions 
particularly the death of Joseph's 
mother “in the land of Canaan on 


the way, when there was still some 


way to come unto Ephrath, and I 
buried her there in the way to 
Ephrath—that is Beth-lehem.” A 


rabbinic comment suggests that 
Jacob referred to this incident 
because it was on his conscience 


that he had not been able to bury 
Rachel in the family vault, the 
Cave of Machpelah. He therefore 
felt constrained to excuse himself 
to her son Joseph and to offer 
him an explanation. 


Yet while it is 
rabbis saw in the events of 
Jacob’s career a forecast of «| 
was to befall the future people of 
Israel, we should not neglect tg 
view. Jacob from a more personal 
standpoint—as an individual! 
this week's portion his personal 
Saga comes to an end. What a 
rich and varied life he has had! 
What a world of strife and anguish 
has been his lot. Yet Jacob on his 
death-bed is a majestic and sympa. 
thetic figure. Mellowed by

toughened by a life-time of tria] 


and pain, replete with wisdom, he 
reaches the end of his pilgrimage 
with a blessing on his lips. Now 
perhaps more than al any time he 
is mindful of the Divine guidance 
which has been given to him 
throughout his wanderings. Before 
the final curtain descends he is able 
to review in his mind’s eye the 
events which have left their mark 
and which now may be scen to fall 
into place as parts of one whole 
pattern. 


[N the development of this history 

through all its stages we are 
made to see, inescapably, the finger 
of God. Alli the incidents in the 
story form part of a grand design, 
though this is not always apparent} 
to the actors. As Joseph says to 
his brothers, “ Fear not: for am ] 
in the place of God? And as for 
you, ye meant evil against me: 
but God meant it for good, to 
bring to pass, as it is this day, fo 
save much people alive.” 

The spiritual problem of our 
time is seen in the groping alter 
some element of security in a 
universe shaken by so many 
upheavals while replete with. tech- 
nological advances. In our search 
for a philosophy capable of coping 
with the compulsions of modern 
social existence. we should turn to 
the faith which breathes through 
the Biblical narrative of the 
Patriarch Jacob and his family, 
and to which the whole course of 
Judaism stands witness.

SILENT MARCH PLANNED 


Protest Organised by Ajex 


The Association of Jewish Ex- 
Service Men and Women is organis- 
img a silent march on Sunday from 
Marble Arch to the Federal German 
Embassy, where a letter, protesting 
against the present anti-Jewish out- 
break, will be handed to the German 
Ambassador. 

Ajcx has issucd a statement on the 
present situation which says that the 
recemt spate of unabaited anti-Jewish 
incidents fias been attributed by a 
section of public opinion to irrespon- 
sible hooliganism or to an wnco- 
ordinated “lunatic fringe.” Io a 
Gegree this might be truc, but it was 
considered that a number of incidcnts 
Gul not fall mto this pattern, but bore 


a halimark of a more insidious 
Organising source. 

Whatever the source, how- 
ever. the Association of Jewish Fx- 


Service Men and Women. as the field 
force of the Anglo-Jewish commu- 
nity, has taken steps to ensure the 
protection of Jewish communal pro- 
perty. and will continue to do so 
untii such time as these acts of 
vandalism cease. 


Nazi Sympathisers 
“What is far more serious is that 
Nazism exists and is becoming more 
viruicnt and undisguised day by day. 
We know and are most concerned 
that self-confessed Nazis and Nazi 
sympathisers sull hold positions of 
importance in the public life of Ger- 
many and we consider that this is 
a most dangcrous situation which 
should be rectified by the German 
Federal Government forthwith. 

“After the experience of the last 
war the democracies must know that 
this problem is directed against Jews 
as a first step only All thinking 
men and women are reminded—-with 
all the emphasis at our command 
that the history of ihe last 25 years 

omts to this problem extending far 
ed the small Jewish section of 
any community and must be faced by 
democratic society as a whole. 

“In the interests of the commu- 
nity Ayex calls upon all sections of 
Jewry to co-operate in a unified 
approach to the present problems. 
Independent and wnco-ordinated acti- 
vilty by well-meaning but diversionary 
groups can only defeat its own 
purpose,” 

The Polish Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s 
Association has called a special mect- 
ing to discuss the situation the same 
day. 

Manchester branch of A 1X has sem 
to the German Embassy a resolution 
expressing the greatest alarm at the 
Nazt-organised and inspired anti- 
semitism m Germany and protesting 
against’ the employment of proven 
Nazis in high offices in the Federal 
Republic. The resolution demands 
ther removal. 

Before the Ajex meeting, held at the 
Working Men’s Club, an anonymous 
call was received saving the club 
would be burned down if the meeting 
took place. 


Emergency Vieeting 


Portsmouth branch of Ajex has sent 
a letter to the three local M.P.s 
stating that the branch “views with 
considerable alarm the resurgence of 
antisemitism in Germany and in 
London and other centres.” 

In Edgware (Middlesex) the Hon. 
Officers of the local United Syna- 
gogue have called an emergency meet- 
ing of members for Sunday to make 
arrangements to protect the synagogue. 

When the Left-wing Ex-Service 
Movement for Peace and the British 
Peace Commitice jointly and some- 
what hurriedly called a mecting and 
protest march to the German 
Embassy in London last Saturday 
the first advertised aim was to pro- 
test against the revival of antisemitism 
and Nazism. 

In the event, however, the occasion 
was turned mto a demonstration 
mainly against German rearmament 


and for the abolition of nuclear 
weapons. Among the several large 
banners expressing these demands 
there was only one small placard, 
carried by a member of the Young 
Cathohe Group for Nuclear Dis- 
armament Campaign, with the slogan: 


“We demand action to stop anti- 
semitism.” 
About 100 people joined in the 


long march to the German Embassy, 
accompanied all the time by a large 
detachment of police who were so 
co-operative and helpful that a special 
vote of thanks to them was passed 
at the conclusion of the demonstra- 
thon. Apart from the slogans against 
“H-bombs for Nazi generals,” the 
marchers also shouted “Stop the 
Nazis now.” and on _ reaching 
the Embassies in Belgravia demanded: 
“Close the German Embassy.” 


The marchers 
were stopped by 
the police about 
150 vards from the 
Embassy building. 
while their dele- 
gates went in 
(together with a 
Superintendent of 
the Police) to hand 
in their resolution 
to officials who 
rad waited there to 
receive it. Among 
them was a Jewish 
ex-Serviceman, Mr. 
Gerry Rox, who 
expressed to the 
officials the dis- 
gust felt by every 
Jew and all decent 
people all over the 
world at the recru- 
descence of overt 
antisemitism.” 


The officials 
promised to con- 
vey the resolution 
and the observa- 
tions of the dele- 
gation to the 
Ambassador. A 
copy of the resolution was also sent 
to the Foreign Office, since it con- 
tained the demand that the British 
Government should insist on 
denazification under the terms of the 
Potsdam Agreement. 

The Association of Nazi Camp 
Survivors, formed in London recently, 
has written to Dr. Adenauer, asking 
that his Government take ureent and 
drastic steps to end the present surge 
of antisemitic mecidents. 

Ihe Executive of the National 
League of Young Liberals unanim- 
ously resolved to record its disgust and 
deep concern at recent outbreaks of 
antisenutism.

Ihe Lianelly Trades Council has 
sent letters to the Home Secretary, 
the 4.U.C.. and Mr. James Griffiths, 
M.P.. asking them to support the 
strongest possible measures to sup- 
press any signs of an anti-Jewish 
campaign in this country. 


Death Threats to M.P.s 


Two Labour M.P.s. Mr. Richard 
Crossman (Coventry East) and Mr. 
Fenner Brockway (Eton and Slough), 
have received letters threatening them 
with death. Both came from an 
organisation calling itself the People’s 
Liberation Army. 

Mr. Crossman showed his letter on 
Granada Television's programme 
“Who Goes Next” on Monday even- 
ing. The letter was headed “ London 
Pogroms Committee™ and charged 
him with two offences-—-that he wil- 
fully and knowingly defamed and 
derided pure national socialism and 
the pure racial pride of the British 
people, and that he committed the 
offence in a spirit of high treason on 
behalf of the world Jewish con- 
spirators—the enemies of all people. 
This offence, said the letter, carried 
the death penalty. The first charge— 
that of defaming national socialism 
carned with it a sentence of four 
years’ hard labour. This would be

suspended because it was felt “ by the 
People’s Intelligence * that Mr. Cross- 
man Was “an innocent lackey of the 
Jews, unaware of the Protocols of 
the Learned Elders of Zion and the 
Jew-Mason Plot to enslave the 
world.” 

Mr. Brockway’s letter was headed 
“Bucks Pogroms Kommittee.” It 
described him as “one of the worst 
criminals “ and threatened him with 
liquidation unless he ceased “ treason- 
able pro-Jewish activity.” 

Mr. Brockway received a second 
letter on Tuesday morning informing 
him that the four branches of the 
British Nazi Movement were at 
Deptford, Notting Hill, Slough, and 
St. Pancras. This letter was headed 
“Reichstag Underground of the 
National Socialistighe.” 

The writer said that Mr. Brock- 
way's election had been declared null 
and void under the constitution of 
the new British Reich, and that a 
man named G. Selby, a Nazi deputy, 
had been declared in his place,

LABOUR: TAKE 
LEGAL ACTION 


“ Now is the time to act with the 
full force of the law.” said Mr. 
Morgan Phillips, Secretary of the 
Labour Party. in a special statement 
issued to the Press on Tuesday even- 
ing, a statement authorised by the 
International Sub-Committee of the 
Labour Party's Executive Committee 
following a meeting in London. 

[he statement said : “ Ihe appear- 
ance of swastikas and anti-Jewish 
slogans is an ugly reminder that there 
is in this country a small minority of 
people who support fascism and all 
its beastly associations.

Since the end of the war more than 
a dozen fascist or extremist organisa- 
tions have flourished for varying 
periods in this country. 

Ihe biggest and probably most 
active is Mosleys Union Movement. 
whose activities are largely gutded 
these days by the Party . Secretary. 
Jettrey Hamm. Party headquarters 
are in London's Victoria area, and 
when finances permit (they do not at 
the moment) a journal is published. 
The Movement is strongly opposed 


to the immigration of coloured 
people, and in the last General 
Election, when Mosley stood as a 


candidate, made much of the coloured 
issue in the Notting Hill area. Hamm 
is on record as saying that his 
organisation deplored the recent 
manifestations of antisemitism, main- 
taining, however. that it was indica- 
tive of a growing trend. 

Before the Second World War 
Mosley’s fascist movement was con- 
siderably stronger numerically, par- 
ticularly in East London, then a large 
centre of Jewish population. Clashes 
between Mosley’s blackshirted fol- 
lowers and anti-fascists were 
frequent. 

Other present-day extremist groups 
include the White Defence League, 
the National Labour Party, and the 
League of Empire Loyalists. Among 
members of both the  first-named 
orgamisations are former supporters 
of the League of Empire Loyalists, 
whose propaganda organ. * Candour,” 
is run by A. K. Chesterton (at present 
in South Africa). 

The General Council of the League 
of Empire Loyalists includes the Earl 
of Buchan, Lt.-Gen. Sir Balfour 
Hutchinson, and Air Commodore 


G. S. Oddie. It has affiliated groups 


in a number of Commonwealth 
countries. The League's attitude 
towards the present anti-Jewish cam- 
paign is summed up itn the current 
edition of “Candour” in a_ joint 
article by Austen Brooks and Aidan 
Mackey. who state that “the inter- 
national outcry over the painting of 
swastikas has been out of all 
proportion to the offence.” It adds: 
“An aspect of the affair perhaps es 
contemptible: as the events themselves 
is the manner in which they have 
been used to whip up sympathy for 
Jewry on a scale which would most 
certainly not be forthcoming to the 
members of any Christian denomina- 
tion.” 


Coventry Schoolteacher 


The White Defence League, which 
has its headquarters in Notting Hill, 
is largely a one-man band conducted 
by Cambridge-educated Colin Jordan, 
a former member of the League of 
Empire Loyalists. Jordan is openly 
antisemitic and strongly opposed to 
colour immigration. He is a teacher 
at a primary school in Coventry and 
spends most of his spare time in 
London. His office’ distributes ant- 
semitic literature. 

The National Labour Party, which 
is headed by John Bean, also a 
former member of the League, was 
formed 18 months ago and claims a 
membership of about 800. The

ZIONIST RECORDS 


Frinnerungen eines Zionisten, by Max 
Jungmann (Rubin Mass, Jerusalem). is 
a valuable contribution to the early 
history of Zionism, especially in Berlin, 
where Jungmann spent his student years 
in the late nineties of the last century. 
Of special interest is the fact, recorded 
by the author, that the Berlin Zionists 
first learned about Herz]’s Jewish State 
ideas through THe Jewrsn CHRONICLE, 
which published Herzl’s “ A Solution of 
the Jewish Question” on January 17, 
1896—hefore the appearance of the 
Judenstaat.”

HUMAN HISTORY 


The History of the Liberation of 
Mankind. By ReuveN BEN Arse-Lev. 
Jerusalem : Rubin Mass. 


The author of this book is a reli- 
gious Jew who has made a compre- 
hensive study of the history of 
Western civilisation and come to the 
conclusion that the Torah alone forms 
the basis of human freedom. Survey- 
ing the numerous attempts made by 
idealists in many countries to liberate 
the nations from misgovernment and 
oppression, the author argues that all 
these attempts ended in disappoint- 
ment and ultimate failure. Even 
where revolutions overthrew an old- 
established tyranny, the new rulers 
soon became oppressors themselves. 
Turning to the réle of Jewish history 
in the struggle for human rights Mr. 
Ben: Arje-Lev regards the Maccabean 
rising as the most important event in 
the story of human freedom. In the 
Middle Ages, he continues, Jewish 
religious resistance saved freedom 
from spiritual dictatorship.

modern artists of the first rank 
clearly does' not reach the demand, 
and there is an ever-increasing ten- 
dency for important pictures to go 
overseas. We may, however, con- 
sole ourselves with the thought that 
the available repertory of first-class 
fine art colour reproductions has 
never been better. 

The majority of the reproductions 
available at around the £2 to £3 
mark have either been printed by 
collotype or photogravure—printed, 
furthermore, slowly and with fantas- 
tic care, in relatively small editions. 
These prints are not and cannot be 
mass-produced at speed. They 
have, too, an inherent artistic and 
technical quality of their own. 

Both of the important French 
paintings sold at Sothebys a month 
ago are available in the form of 
reproductions, and so, too, are 
hundreds more paintings by famous 


modern artists from Manet 
onwards. 
Among the reproductions of 


work by modern or contemporary 
painters recently published are two 
pictures by Alejandro Rangel 
Hidalgo, a Mexican, who studied 
painting in Europe. “Going to 


Market” and “The Littl Bij 
Vendor ” are delightful and < 
ful examples of his highly 
vidual style. 

Another new reproduction js tha 
of Gauguin’s “ Nafea,” which, lik 
the picture sold at Sothebys, was 
painted during his Tahitian period 
and. one provides an adimirabk 
complement to the. other.

Swastikas appeared on the walls of 
the Elias Hazan Synagogue in Casa- 


bianca last weck on the eve. of 
Shabbat. 
Mr. Mever Obadia. President of the 


Casablanca Jewish community, 
received news of the desecration. By 
the time he had sent someone to 
verify it, however, the swastikas had 
disappeared—obliterated by fresh 
distemper on the walls. 

After an interview with Mr. 
Bargache, Governor of Casablanca. 
Mr. Obadia was assured that the 
police were on the alert to prevent 
any repetition of such outrages. 

It is considered disturbing here that

Churchmen of all 
denominations and positions, states- 
men, public figures, and the Press 
of all shades have hastened to 
express their revulsion at the out- 
break and their solidarity with the 
Jewish community They show 
clearivy that antisenutism is on the 
defensive and. confined largely to 
clandestine anonymous outrages 

I; is important that a distinction 
shoukl be drawn between what has 
been happening in Germany and 
events elsewhere The Cologne 
gwastikas and thet reproduction in 
other German towns has had the 
efiect of drawing attention in Ger. 
many and abroad to how much 
remains to be done to suppress 
organised revanchisme, neo-Nazism, 
and antisemitism. Without wishing 
to minimise the steps already taken 
by the Federal German Government 
and the Laender Governments in 
re-education, de-Nazificalion, and 
making amends to the = Jewish 
people, it is nevertheless apparent 
that not neatly enough has 
been done, particularly where 
de-Nazification. of the judiciary, 
teaching proiession, and higher 
civil service aré concerned if 
further confirmation were needed, 
il has been supplied by the spirited 
action and outspoken demands of 
the West Berlin them- 
selves. But hasty comparisons with 
Germany of the 1930s would be 
Much has changed in

that a cogent voice for reform 
inside the Federal German cabinet 
should come from the Foreign 
Minister, Herr von Brentano, who 
has been left. in no doubt as to the 
feelings of Germanys allies on this 
question.

Any 
tendency to compulsive pessimism 
which refuses to envisage improve- 
ment in the Jewish position can 
only hinder rational action and 
even encourages the antisemites. 


The question how to tackle the 
problem is, of course, by no means 
easy to answer. And this con- 
nection there can be little doubt 
that the Israeli Note to the British 
and other Governments has been 
received with mixed feelings. It may 
give the impression that the Govern- 
ments to whom it is addressed are 
somehow responsible for these out- 
breaks. Moreover, it can all too 
easily be misinterpreted as imply- 
ing that the Israeli Government 
regards itself as the protector 
of Jews in Britain and else- 
where in the Diaspora and _ this 
impression may be reinforced by 
inspired comment in the Israeli 


Press describing the Note as an 


“historic act establishing that the 
Siate of israel regards herself as 
authorised to protect the security 
of Jews wherever they are.” 
It is to be hoped that the Isracli 
authorities will make it clear that 
this was not their intention, and 


that they will consult represen- 
iatives of Jewish communities 
before taking actions liable to 


cause misunderstandings of this 
kind. The sending of this Note has 
rared questions of principle on 
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which there is room for many 
different opinions. 


It +s doubtful, too, whether Mr.

The struggle against antisemitism 
must. not become a matter of 
Jewish party politics. or the cause 
of exaggerated emotiona! outbursts 
The balance-sheet of the past three 
weeks shows that Jewry has every 
reason to act with confidence and 
gigmity. 


DEFENCE 
THE revival of antisemitic activity 
in this country inevitably 
focused altention on the commu- 


mity s defence machinery At its 
present level, the Jew-batting cam- 


paign gives no cause for alarm, 
more especialiy in view. of the 


Home Secretary's pledge of etlec- 
live action against law-breakers, 
but the fact that the swastika- 
smcarers are continuing then 
neiarious work, albeit anony- 
mousiy, makes it that 
is no room for complacency 
that increased vigilance 
This is a task primarily for the 
Jewish Defence Committee (set up 
by the Board of Deputies in 1936. 
when the British fascist movement 
was al its peak), which ostensibi\ 
co-ordinates all activities dealing 
with antisemitism, except those 
arising oul of commercial or indus- 
trial relations. 

Undue publicity for the 
mittee s work is, O} course, 
undesirable, but in view of the 
general disquiet the community was 
enlilled to expect some statement 
after last week's special meeting of 
the Defence Committee. No dec- 
laration will, in fact, be made until 
next Sunday's plenary session of 
the Deputies and the community 
will have to wajt several days more

gency. Their action hardly 
surprising in view of the lack of 
guidance iio the lay leadership 
of the community, which tends to 
regard. defence as a closed shop. 
Nevertheless, the newly formed 
groups musi realise, first, that in 
existing conditions there is no 
necessity for militancy and, 
secondly, that they can best serve 
the community by offering their 


services to the Board's Defence 
Committee instead of embarking 
on independent, unco-ordinated 
action. -The Defence Commilice, 
for its part, must overhaul its 
machinery, today possibly rusty 


and antiquated, and, if necessary, 
co-opt individuals with qualifica- 
tions in the fields of public 
relations and intelligence. 


AIDING ALIYA 


THEORETICALLY, of course, aliya 
occupies a prominent place in the 
programme of British Zionists. 
But actually the subject is too often 
taken for granted and its practical 
implications and difficulties are not 
sufficiently discussed. At the recent 
25th annual conference of the 
Federation of Zionist Youth, for 
example, it was reporied that dis- 
cussion dwelt mainly on the three- 
fold aims of the organisation. 
While the delegates argued heatedly 
about the rival merits of education 
and fund-raising as the primary 
objective of the movement, the 
third aim, aliya, appeared to take 
a back seat. It is therefore all to 
the good that some of the every- 
day issues involved were freely and 
frankly discussed at the recent 
ninth annual conference in Tel 
Aviv of the Association of British 
Imnugrants. This was no formal 
or academic debate, but. the partici- 
pants raised points of practical 


importance based upon their own 
personal experience. It was urged 
that there should be much closer 
co-ordination between the different 
organisations in Britain and in 
israel concerned with British 
settlers. Both the ideological and 
financial aspects of aliya were 
shown to present problems which 
need forthright tackling for their 
solution. A very heartening feature 
is the recent formation of the first 
group of Friends of the Association 
of Immigrants 


LITERARY TREASURES 


AN article on the opposite page 
refers to some of the Hebrew 
treasures the worid-ltamous col- 
lection of the British Museum 
Library It ss reckoned that these 
may comprise approximately 
30,000 printed books and 2,200 
manuscripts. In addition to these 
Hebraica there are many works in 
Yiddish and Ladino, quite apart, 
of course. from. the 
number of Judaica and books and 
documents of Jewish interest in 
English and other languages 
Altogether, therctore. the British 
Museum Library houses one of the 
worlds greatest treasure-houses fo 
those engaged in Hebrew and 
Jewish studies. This should surety 
be a challenge and an incentive to 
Angio-Jewry to make contributions 
to scholarship that are worthier of 
the literary resources so readily 
available for study and research. 
It certainly cannot be said that the 
community —while it is materially 
prosperous and well crganised in 
social and philanthropic activities 
IS Making any comparable etlort to 
excel in the field of Jewish scholar- 
ship.

In 
Jerusalem is his wondrous 
Menorah, depicting the struggle 
and revival of the Jewish people. 
which was sO appropriately pre- 
sented to the Israeli Knesset by the 
Parliament and people of Britain. 
Everywhere Benno Elkan’s work 
will continue to testify to the 
intensity of his ideals.

Museum Library opened. 
houses one of the finest collections of 


HEBREW TREASURES 


T is a hundred years old, the 

magnificent dome of the British 

Museum's Reading Room, but 
far. far older are many of the 
6.000.000 printed books and 75,000 
manuscripts in this  far-famed 
library. Scholars and bibliophiles 
journe} from all over the world to 
this literary shrine. And how rich 
the variety, how wide the scope 
of this fabled world of words! 
Subjects obscure and subjects com- 
monplace are clearly catalogued 
for incredibly easy access. The 
masterpieces of the past can be at 
the reader's fingertips as readily as 
the products of the present, from 
a Mazarin Bible and a Caxton first 
edition to a recent pamphiet on 
shechita. 

The Anglo-Jewish community 
can take a special pride in_ the 
British Museum, for it houses one 
of the finest collections of Hebrew 
manuscripts, printed books, and 
Judaica in existence today. Two 
hundred years ago it simply did 
not exist. Yet now it stands com- 
parison with that of the Jewish 
Theological Seminary in New York 
and is second in this country only 
to that of the Bodleian Library in 
Oxford. 


Valuable Nucleus 


In the second half of the 
eighteenth century there was merely 
a handful of Hebrew manuscripts 
in. tne Museum's pPOSSeSsiON. The 
collections of Sir Hans Sloane, Sir 
Robert Cotton, Robert and Edward 
Harley, and the Royal Library of 
George Il formed a nucleus of 
valuable writings, among .which 
were the two volumes of the 
Mishna- Torah of.

1860). In this collection were 323 
manuscripts of Italian origin, many 
originally belonging to Hayyim

David Azulai (1724-1800), 
author of the standard dictionary 


of literary history, Shem ha- 
Gedolim. Its acquisition placed 
the Museum among the world’s 
foremost collectors of Hebraica. 


Karaite Vianuscripts 


A decade later the 
giobe-trotting W. M 
(1830-1884) enriched the library 
with 145 manuscripts of Karaite 
interest. But on the advice of C. D. 
Ginsburg the Museum refused to 
pay Shapira £1,000,000 for a 
number of MSS. which were later 
proved to be: spurious. However, 
the Museum eagerly: purchased 
some of the fragments unearthed 
at the Catro Geniza by Solomon 
Schechter. In 1925 it acquired the 
collection of Dr. Moses Gaster, 
Haham of the Sephardim and Prin- 
cipal of the Lady Montefiore Col- 
ege Dr. G. Margoliouth’s 
“ Descriptive Catalogue ” shows the 
number of MSS. as 1,206, and with 
the acquisitions of. the last few 
decades the total number of MSS.

More for Arabs, Less for Israel

infrequent—press confer. 
ences, Mr. Christian A. 

Herter, Secretary of State, stated 
that the United States is doing 
everything possible to normalise 
the situation in the Middle East 
and to lessen tension there. He 
cited the improved. relations with 
the United Arab Republic and with 
Iraq as examples, since U.S.A. 
relations with these two countries 
have been strained over the past 
year or more. 

He made no mention of the very 
cordial relations existing between 
the United States and Israel in the 
past few years—but then there is 
nothing newsworthy about that. 
In fact, since the period of strain 
during and following the Sinai 
Campaign, U.S.A.-Israel relations 
have steadily improved and today 
are probably at their friendliest. 


A Paradox 


Yet a strange and paradoxical 
Situation has arisen. On the vone 
hand United States economic, 
technical, and military assistance 
to the Arab countries is growing 
to a very considerable degree. On 
the other hand U.S.A. economic 
and technical aid--Israel does not 
receive any military aid from the 
US.A.—is gradually declining. 
One might ask: Is this the way 
Mr. Herter hopes to lessen tension 
and normalise the situation in the 
Middle East? 

Let uS examine the extent of 
Atnerican aid in the Middle East 
a bit more closely. 

In 1951 and 1952, the last two 
years of the Truman Administra- 
tion, Israel received $63 million 
and $73 million respectively in out- 
right grants and technical assist- 
ance (Point 4) from the United 


States. These grants continued to 
decline. At the same time. how- 


fer other forms of 


assistance 


were extended to Israel. e.. loans’ 


and the sale of 
tural commodities. A high point 
was reached in 1958 when the 
U.S.A. granted some $39 million 
in loans to Israel (repayable with 
interest), and sold her $41 million 
worth of agricultural products 
(repayable Israeli currency 
instead of in dollars, but this 
money remains in Israel for use m 
various development projects). 
Together with the $9 million in 
grants and technical aid, © plus 
some smaller contributions, the 
total for the year 1958 was 
approximately $91 million. 


During the year 1959 the total

Altogether Israel has received a 
total of $670 million in all forms 
of U.S.A. aid over the past ten 
years, thus averaging $67 million 
per year. The 1959 total of close 
to $56 million is, therefore, con- 
siderably below the annual average. 

Charges have often been made, 
particularly in Arab circles and 
among their friends, that the 
United States is giving greater 
financial and other assistance to 
Israel than to all Arab States 
combined. What ts the true pic- 


‘ture? In the 1959 fiscal year the 


U.S.A. extended economic aid (i.e., 
grants, loans, and food) to the Arab 
countries es follows:

Thus the total for the Arab 

States associated in the Arab 

League is over $295 million. This 


is by no means all, however. Ot 
the $31 mullion allocated by the 
United Nations for aid to the Arab 
refugees, the U.S.A. contributes 
$23 million. 

In addition one must not over 
look the military assistance given to 
some of the Arab countries, parti- 
cularly the military aid to Jordan 
and Lebanon, as wel! as the main- 
tenance of American military bases 
in Saudi Arabia, Libya, and 
Morocco, all of which runs into 
many hundreds of millions of 
dollars. 

For the coming year the United 
Arab Republic looms large on the 
horizon as a beneficiary of U.S.A. 
economic and financial ass‘stance. 
Already it appears that suc> aid 
may approach the sum of 3150 
million, and possibly exceed it. 
Thus far the following are known 
to have been approved or on the 
verge of approval:

Appeasement 

It should be noted that all of 
this aid is being extended to 
Nasser without any commitments 
on his part to help lessen tensions 
in the area. Nasser has thus far 
made no promise to permit the 
passage of Israeli shipping through 
the Suez Canal, either now of 
after the Canal is enlarged with the 
aid of American dollars. Wash- 
ington appears to be hoping against 
hope that this huge outlay of 
American funds will serve to 
persuade the U.A.R. dictator to 
refrain from “ rocking the boat.” 
To all intents and purposes it is 
the same old policy of appeasement. 

Shortly after the 1960 session 
of Congress gets under way in 
January, President Eisenhower 
will submit his annual request for 
foreign aid in the coming fiscal 
year. It remains to be seen what 
the Administration will request— 
and what Congress will subse- 


quently do-—in the case of aid to 


the Arab countries and to Israel. 
In the meantime it is well worth 
remembering the statistics cited 
above. so that when we next hear 
about how much the United States 
favours Israel over the “ poor” 
Arab States the true facts may be 
presented. To us it would seem

Publishing Houses 


A large variety of periodicals 
and books are being produced by 
German publishers to encourage 
the fascist, anti-Jewish, and anti- 
foreign attitude of the youth groups 
in this country. . They spread Nazi 
ideologies, the Nazi 
régime, and attack everything 
un-German.” 

A considerable number of Ger- 
man pubiishing houses have 
specialised im the supply of other 
Naz! and muljtarist literature, rang- 
ing from cheap and cleverly camou- 
fluged pocket-books to scientific 
volumes And the amount of 
militarist, nationalist, and racialist 
literature appears to be growing 
steadily. German booksellers have 
refused to sell this literature. 
Therefore, books openly directed 
against the democratic order and 
propagating racial and national 
hatred are not publicly available 
but are distributed through special 
mailing services, book-clubs, and 
readers’ organisations. The official 
boycott seems to have no effect on 
them and this undercover busines: 
is flourishing. The authorities hav: 
so far failed to take any effectiv: 
action against this type of lhitera- 
ture. 

In the light of these facts the 
many public expressions of demo- 
cracy, humanity, and disgust made 
in Germany in connection with the 
antr-Jewish .outrages risk being 
turned down as mere ineffectual 
lip-service made to allay imward 
feehngs of guilt and soothe troubled 
consciences.

RAWING up family trees 

is said to be a typically 

American pastime in pursuit 
of which many travel the world 
with notebooks and letters of 
introduction. 


‘squatted on a sitting-room 
floor in Golders Green examining 
the family tree of an American 
farmily the other day. 

One name towered over all the 
others Henrietta Szold, the 
Zionist pioneer whose centenary is 
to be observed this year. 

She is seen extreme left in the 
picture above, at the age of 28, 
with her sisters, 

1 was calling on Mr. and Mrs. 
Jastrow Levin and their daughters, 
from Baltimore. They are in 
London for a year while Mr 
Levin, a chemistry master, taking 
part in an exchange scheme, teaches 
in a London school. He is 
Henrietta Szold’s nephew. 

The “tree” we were looking at 
originated in the basement of the 
Levin's Baltimore home. This is 
where they ‘lived with Henrietta 
Mr. 
Levin's mother, who died two years 
ago. There was a great wooden 
trunk left. there by “Aunt Hen- 
rietta when she went to Palestine. 

“She always used to say she 
would come back and sort it out 
herself but she never did.” 

So the Levins set to, opened the 
trunk and found... a cap and vest- 
ments worn by Miss Szold's father, 
a rabbi, when he was “called” 
to Baltimore from Vienna in 1859, 
Henrietia’s private letters to her 
family, sisters, and friends. “ This,” 
said Mrs. Levin, “ was the private 
life of Aunt Henrietta. Not many 
people knew the real woman apart 
from the Zionist figurehead.” 

It was one of the scoops of 
Zionist history and she felt she 
ought to set about telling the 
world. 

So she wrote the story of Hen- 
rietta Szold, her girlhood dreams, 


reasons as well as her ideological 
urge to settle in Palestine. The 
book starts at her birth a hundred 
years ago and ends with her 
departure for Palestine in 1899. It 
is called “ The Szolds of Lombard 
Street " (where the Szolds lived in 
Baltimore) and is to be published 
in the spring by tne Jewish Pub- 
lication Society of America.

Henrietta was one of 
eight sisters, five of whom grew to 
maturity.

TWEENAGERS

[ must have been so much 
| simpler in the old days. When 

a boy was 13 he had a Bar- 
mitzvah and there he was. “ Today 
vou are a man.” A fully accredited 
member of the community. Nowa- 
davs a Barmitzvah is just the 
beginning. Now we have that long 
process we call adolescence and 
which goes on till 19 or more. 

We let them loose a bit at a time 
hefore that. of course. They can 
go to “X” films at 16, learn to 
drive a car at 17, be called up to 
the Army at 18, but we don't call 
them adults, legally that ts, until 
they are 21. A great many of the 
difficulties of adolescence are con- 
nected with this long period from the 
time a child becomes biologically 
mature at around 13 to the time he 
becomes ready to take his place as 
a real member of society. 

Of course it wasn’t ever really 
simple, because the early stages of 
adolescence must always have pro- 
duced their own problems. Both 
boys and girls suddenly find them- 
selves much more conscious ol 
their own physical characteristics 
and are bound to be embarrassed 
by them. Rapid changes in size 
and shape produce inevitable 
clumsiness and awkwardness until 
the children get used to their new 
height and shape. 


* 


Maturity has also always brought 
another big problem with it; the 
problem of becoming an indepen- 
dent person, and stopping being a 
child and becoming responsible for 
oneself. It is in this especially, 
that our complicated society makes 
such demands on the children 
because being independent is so 
much more difficult. 

So while the early 
adolescence consists mostly of 
awkward diffidence, children at 
the same time already begin to 
fight for their independence. The 
later stages of adolescence are full 
of this fight. It is really rather a 
pity that children from 13 to 19 
are all lumped together as “ teen- 
agers.” 18- and  19-year-olds 
haven't much time for the 13- and 
i4-vear-olds. But they are all 
“ Tweenagers because throughout 
these years they are still oscillating 
between childhood and adultbood. 


* * * 


But although adolescents want 
to be independent, and indeed they 
must, it isn’t always pleasant for 
them and they are not even sure 
always that they want it. The 
security of childhood is very 
attractive. And so we get violent 
Swings: outbursts of revolt fol- 
lowed by, or sometimes even 
almost. accompanied by, quite 
childish behaviour. They become 
aggressive, pushful and assertive,

then a little while later they realise 
how much they still need the sup- 
port of their families but find it 
difficult to ask for it. 

It is not really very different for 
girls than for boys. Girls. start 
earlier and become mature a year 
Or two earlier in all respects. But 
the awkwardness and revolt are 
both there, though girls may be 
more prepared to show when they 
need help. 

Our own job as parents is first 
of all to recognise that there are 
these two very important stages, 
the early one of physical awareness 
and embarrassment, and the later 
one of revolt combined with con- 
tinued dependence. We should 
try not to grumble about our 
children being inconsistent when 
they are at one and the same time 
grown up and childish, because we 
ourselves often treat them incon- 
sistently too. “ You can’t do that 
yet, youre too young” on the one 
hand; and “You shouldn't do 
that, you’re quite grown up” on 
the other. 

* * * 


What do adolescents need from 
their families? First of all, a set 
of standards and an assumption of 
the idea of responsibility. No 
matter how much they may revolt 
against these standards and ideas 
they need them to fall back on 
when they want to. They also 
need their family to accept them 
as they are, moods and all, shy- 
ness and all, revolt and all. 

But adolescents also need things 
from the community as a whole. 
They need acceptance here too, 
not patronising, not just critical, 
but challenging, offering them 
responsibilities and opportunities 
and expecting them to respond to 
the challenge. Who is the com- 
munity, do you say? Who but 
ourselves, and other parents like 
ourselves.

Increased Saves 


The most encouraging feature of all. at 
a time of heavy spending by the nation, 
ss the steep ris¢c national saviecs 
during the vear, reflected mainly by) 
increased deposits. in the Trustee and 
Post Office Savings banks and in net 
investments in National Savings. 


The vear has also witnessed a prodi- 
gious rise m stock exchange valucs. The 
pressure of savings both private and 
public, ts steadily increasing, and these 
funds together with large capital sums 
from overseas mycstors are secking 
investment in our industrial field and the 
high prices of securities thus resulting is 
causmg some concern in many minds. 


Take-over bids have acquired a great 
deal of notoriety. Many amalgamations 
between firms in similar or allied 
businesses are wholly goed and tend to 
greater cfficiency but others unfortu- 
nately only create bad impression of 
the City. It ts hoped that the investiga- 
tions now taking place will produce 
safeguards against the abuses whuch are 
now possible. 


Productivity and Cost of Living 


The official statistics for the year show 
that productivity has mcreased slighily 
more than wages and this has enabled 
the cost of living to remain stable. This 
is a creditable performance but it must 
not be forgotien that much of ths 
increase m productivity has only been 
made possible and brought about by the 
investment of large sums of moncy in 
modermsing old and installing new 
equipment, 


Both political parties are now in 
favour of amendments to the Truck 
Acts and, if Parliament approves, it will 
become possible to credit wages directly 
to a banking account or pay them by 
cheque if the recipient approves and 
suitable arrangements are agreed with 
the banks. A tremendous inypetus would 
then be given to many to open a banking 
account and use this most convenient 
method for transacting thew private 
business. However. there will not be an 
overnight. change in old habits and 
practices, and without doubt the banks 
will be able to adjust themselves to the 
gradual evolution.

There is 
existing machinery for sctthng all 
disputes and now that the Trades Union 
Congress have taken this matter seriously 
in hand there ought to be no doubt that 
a solution will be found particularly as so 
many of these unoflicial stoppages occur 
from demarcation disputes between the 
different unions. Unless the Trade 
Unions can guarantee that agreements, 
freely negotsated, are enforceable on 
their rank and file there is little or no 
justification in reaching such agreements, 
nor if they fal in this essential is there 
justification for the Unions themselves 


either from their members’ or the 
employers’ point of view, 
The chief sufferer from ‘wild-<at’ 


strikes is the trade umonist mouse who 
through intimidation or apathy docs 
not attend his branch mecting and so 
assert hrs undoubted authority. 


if this defect in our industrial organi- 
sation can be rectified and Trade Union 
authority is reasserted. we can look 
ahead with added confidence.
